The Holy Spirit - Another Comforter 
Here And Now 


My study of the Bible has 
convinced me that John 14:16 
contains some of the most important 
Biblical information related to the 
person and work of the Holy Spirit. 
John 14:16 reads, ‘‘And } will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you forever." 

The word ‘‘another’’ is signifi- 
cant in our understanding of the 
Holy Spirit. The Greeks (our New 
Testament was written originally in 
the Greek language) used two words 
that meant another. They used the 
word ‘‘heteron’’ (See heter or hetero 
in an English dictionary) to refer to 
another of a different kind. 

They used the word ‘‘allon’’ to 
refer to another of like or similar 
kind. The word ‘‘another’’ in John 
14:16 translates from ‘‘allon,”’ and 
therefore it refers to the fact of the 
similarity between the Holy Spirit 
and Jesus. 

Jesus had been with the 
disciples in a physical body. He was 
going. to depart from them 
physically, but the Lord would give 
them ‘‘another Comforter’ -- one 
similar to Jesus. 

One of the greatest Biblical 
insights related to the Holy Spirit is 
revealed in the word ‘‘another;"’ the 
leadership of the Holy Spirit is in 
keeping with the life, ministry and 
teachings of Jesus. Therefore, the 
best way to learn about the Holy 
Spirit is to study the life of Christ! 

The word ‘‘Comforter’’ is also 
significant in our understanding of 
the Holy Spirit. The original word 
was ‘‘parakaleo’’ which was formed 
by putting two smaller words 
together. The prefix ‘‘para’’ (which 
means beside - our words parable, 
parallel, parasite, etc., come from it) 
was combined with the word 
“*kaleo’’ (which meant to call). Thus, 
the word meant one called to the side 
of as a helper. Jesus walked besidd 
his followers while he was on earth. 
Now we have one of similar kind

whom we can call to our side to help 


us On our journey. 

A third word appearing in John 
14:16 which is significant in our 
understanding of the Holy Spirit is 
the word ‘‘abide."’ 

Though the word appears in the 
King James Version of the Bible it 
was not used in the original writing 
of the verse. The King James 
translators borrowed the word from 
the contest - it was used several 
times in chapters 14 and 15. This 
may seem * ange at first, but the 
word translated abide in John 
chapters 14 and 15 was the same root 
word that was translated 
**mansions’’ in 14:2. 

When we read the word 
‘‘mansions’’ we tend to think of a 
structure - a building. The building 
was not the major thing Christ was 
stressing in John 14:1-3 (the passage 
used often by ministers at funerals). 
His major emphasis was on the 
relationship between him and his 
followers The words in 14:3 
(‘where I am, there ye may be 
also"') reveal that fact. His emphasis 
was on “‘T’" and 
“where'’ and ‘'there.’’ In other 
words, it is who we are with, not 
where we are, that is most important 
in our relationship with the Lord. 
The Lord abides with us in the Holy 
Spirit. 

Finally, the words ‘‘for ever’’ in 


John 14:16 are significant regarding 
our understanding of the work of the 


Holy Spirit. The Christian enters an 
intimate relationship with the Lord 
through the Holy Spirit here and 
now, 

Yes, ‘‘for ever’’ includes here 
and now. We don't have to wait until 
“heaven” and “‘eternity”’ (in terms 
of spatial distance and in the future 
as we often them of them) to dwell 
with the Lord. God came in the 
person of Christ for 33 or 34 years. 
He comes to dwell with us in the 
Holy Spirit ‘‘for ever.” 

The Holy Spirit is 
Comforter who dwells with us here 
and now.

At the last it biteth like a 
serpent, and stingeth like an adder’’ (Proy. 23:29-32). Solomon vividly 
depicted one of the great dangers of consuming alcohol, it ‘bites like a 


serpent in the end.”’

Four-H Club work had _ its 
beginning in the U.S. 77 years ago 
with the formation of boys corn clubs 
in 1909 and girls tomato clubs in 
1911. These clubs later became what 
is officially known as 4-H Clubs. The 
H's stand for equal development of 
the Head, Heart, Hands and Health. 
The theme for this year’s observance 
is ‘4-H For Youth For America.'' 

Four-H is under _ the 
supervision of the land grant 
colleges and universities in the U.S. 
Auburn is Alabama’s land grant 


university. Four-H work is 
administered by the Auburn 
University Extension Service 


through the county Extension 
offices. 

From the beginning projects have 
been an important part of 4-H Club 
work. With the passage of the 
Smith-Lever Act in 1930 members in 
Alabama had a variety of projects 
from which to choose. For example, 
boys in Coffee County selected 
peanuts, cotton, corn, poultry, pigs, 
beef calves, dairy calves, and others. 
Girls had clothing, food, food pre- 
servation, home improvement, 
gardening, poultry, and handicraft. 
Health was required every year for 
all 4-H Club members. 

Four-H project work has 
continued to grow. Today it covers 
all phases of the city and farm 
activities. Large numbers of Coffee 
County 4-H Club members live in 
the towns in rural areas. 

The main purpose of 4-H which 
includes projects is to develop boys 
and girls into alert, useful citizens. 
In the early years emphasis was 
placed on the blue ribbon calf, jar of 
tomatoes, dress, or apron. Today 
emphasis is placed on the de- 
velopment of individual. Many 
young people through: 4-H Club 
activities have discovered their own 
abilities and talents. They have been 


able to develop these in useful 
service in their homes and in their 
communities. 

There are other objectives of 4-H 
Club work. One objective is to 
develop an appreciation for scientific 
research. Another is to develop 
manual and mental skills. Things 
like getting along with other people 
and developing good, desirable 
leadership and citizenship qualities 
are also important. 

Business people have a big 
impact on 4-H Clubs in Coffee 
County. Businessmen and friends of 
4-H have contributed thousands of 
dollars for awards and many other 
activities in Coffee County. Among 
these friends are those who have 
worked to support 4-H Club work. 
For example, dozens of teachers in 
the school system in this county have 
worked deligently with 4-H Clubs for 
over SO years. They are continuing to 
serve as teacher leaders. In addition 
to this, the volunteer leaders are also 
devoting their time and talents to 
help develop Coffee County young 
people.

Feeding and breaking the steer to 
lead takes up a lot of their time 
during early fall. This is in 
preparation for the shows.

Along with this, each steer 
is groomed and clipped to look its 
best.

MANY DETAILS INVOLVED IN 
PEANUT PROJECT 

It's late afternoon as the sun 
begins to fall behind the trees. Soon 
the intense heat will drop to the 
lower 90's. There seems to be no 
good time to go to the peanut field, 
but now is about as good as any. 

‘Pulling weeds is the worst 
part,’’ explains Jaimie Wyrosdick, 
4-H’er from the Basin Community. 
Even in the late afternoon it’s still 
hot and hard work, 

Jaimie is one of 13 4-H'ers with a 
peanut project this year. 

The project is designed to give 
the 4-H'er on-the-job training in 
growing peanuts. 

Over 25,000 acres of peanuts are 
grown in Coffee County, accounting 
for over $18 million generated. So 
these 4-H’ers are learning more 
about the county's most important 
crop. 

Each 4-H’er has at least one acre 
of peanuts. Learning all the details 
of growing peanuts is the goal of the 
project. 

Members are urged to be 
involved in all the jobs that go along 
with raising the peanuts: preparing 
the land, planting, spraying for 
weeds and diseases, cultivating, 
scouting for insects and diseases, 
and finally harvesting. Of course 
Dad is there to help in most cases! 

Record-keeping is a vital part of 
the program, and accurate records 
help you ‘‘plan for next year,'’ says 
Jaimie. 

Awards are given to the top 4-H 
peanut producer. The winner and his 
parents attend the annual peanut 
recognition banquet in Dothan. 

In addition to the awards banquet 
4-H'ers tour the Wiregrass 
Experiment Station and peanut 
processing plants. The tour this year 
included a stop at Sessions in 
Enterprise. This provides hands on 
type learning. 

Jaime explains that the most 
important part of his project is 
learning ‘‘how to suceed in growing 
peanuts."’ 

The hard work doesn't seem to 
bother this young peanut farmer. 
Even pulling the weeds.

Bryant, deceased, who was 
married to Margaret Hendrix. He 
was retired from the Air Force and 
living in Sumter, S.C., at the time 
of his demise. 

Catherine, who was married to 
the late Jim D. Parker. Catherine is 
employed with Dorsey Trailers and 
Mr. Donnie was an employee of the 
Elba Post Office. They are the 
parents of two children. 

Miss Lottie was a_ beautician 
here in Elba for many years. 


Mr. Buddy served in WWII six 
years. We'll try to get his Army 
odyssey straight: he left Elba in 
1940 and returitd in 1946. For 
where he went in those six years, 
he tell us: 

“I went to Blanding Army 

Camp, somewhere in Florida, for 11 
months. Then I went to Ft. 
McPherson for three months, then 
to Ft. Ord, Calif., for a year. 

‘From San Francisco to Ft. Dix, 
New Jersey, on a troop train, where 
we got fequiged out’ for a month 
or so, and from Ft. Dix we ‘hit the 
ship’ and landed in Brisbane, 
Australia, where we stayed for 
about two-and-a-half years. 

“After that, back to San 
Francisco, then to Seattle, Wash., 
on a troop train and then to Camp 
Shelby, Miss., a big Army base. 
And then I got back to Elba!’ 

When we asked what he did 
after getting out of the Army, he 
said he retired from Civil Service at 
Gunter AFB in Montgomery. 

Upon further questioning as to 
what he did after retiring from Civil 
Service he laughed heartily and 
replied, ‘‘First one thing and then 
another! I've done a little of 
everything and a lot of nothing! 
I've never made a lot of money - I 
never craved to!"’ 

He did go on to say that he had 


“farmed, sawmilled and sold 
aluminum siding.” 

Mr. Buddy said he had fond 
memories of times long ago of 
peanut shellings, square dances, 
and Christmases. A Christmas he 
especially remembered was the one 
when Santa brought him, in 
addition to the customary fruit and 
candy, a ‘‘red wagon - the biggest 
thing you ever saw! I was about 6 
or 7 years old.’ 

He also laughed and told us 
about his pet bull calf, ‘Dan. I 
trained him and _ rode him 
everywhere. He'd follow me 
around. He was as gentle as he 
could be. He could have pulled my 
red wagon if I'd had the proper 
equipment,’’ in response to the 
question if he ever taught him to 
pull his wagon. 

We asked him if he and his 
siblings ever fought and he replied 
laughingly, ‘Henry was always too 
big to fight - he could handle me! 
The girls tried to keep us straight - 
Gladys would try to boss and 
Estelle would try to boss!"’ 

He said he likes blue and green; 
loves roses - red, white and yellow 
ones; his favorite season is ‘‘fall - if 
we could have a proper fall like we 


used to;"’ and ‘‘spring, when 
everything is budding out;’’ his 
favorite holiday is Christmas. His 
favorite food is - ‘‘just about 


anything - a good breakfast with 
coffee is my favorite meal. | like 
fish.’’ 

When asked his hobbies, a 
sparkle came into his eyes as he 
said, ‘'I liked to fish! | liked to hunt 
so-so, never cared for hunting and 
guns all that much and when I went 
into the Army that’s what they put 
me doing - handling all those guns 
and ammunition. I've caught an 
8'4-lb. bass at the county pond 
before! I like football - I watch the 
ballgames - football and baseball” 

We asked our three questions: 
“If you could live your life over, 
what would you do differently? 
Your advice to young folks today? 
And, if you could have one wish 
come true, what would you wish?” 
His answers are, respectively 

“I'd study about it and there 
might be a few changes, but 
nothing drastic! I've lived a good 
life - | don't want to live it again. 
I'm satisfied with what I did.’ 

‘*Marry a good person and start 
going to church, raise a good-sized 
family, be conservative and try to 
save a little bit of money. 

“I'd wish that I could get 
straightened out where | could use 
my arm and leg and go fishing 
again. And go home! And | am! 
Going home the last day of 
October!"’ 

Our hopes and prayers are with 
you, Mr. Buddy, that you do get 
well and get to go home in 22 more 
days.

Former Elba mayor urges 


council to cut taxes & vote wet 


The Elba City Council held a very 
brief meeting Monday evening, 
paying the bills, changing the 
method of paying for 60 acres of land 
and hearing a rapid-fire group of 
recommendations from former Elba 
mayor, Bob Folsom. 

Folsom addressed the council 
and asked if they were willing to 
Support the wet-dry issue and take 
the sales tax off groceries, and 
remove the hospital tax or reduce the 
mayor's and council members’ pay 
by half. He also noted how many 
beer cans he had picked up in Elba 
that day and urged the council to 
yote yes on the wet-dry issue as he 
was planning to do, 

Mayor Bob English responded 
and said he hoped all councilmen 
would vote their convictions but 
hoped that body doesn't take an 
official stand on the matter, He 
explained that if it did pass, the 
council would be making decisions 
and some could lead to lawsuits if 
they didn’t officially keep an open 
mind prior to the vote, 

Folsom again noted the city 
needed the tax revenue and he was 
going to vote wet 

English re ported the council had 
yoted to buy 60 acres of land from 
the Mulberry Baptist Association 
and pay for it in two payments. He 
‘said he had been approached by 
officials of the group asking that the 
entire amount be paid at once. 
English said he had no problem with 
this and the council approved paying 
$10,000 cash from city funds and 
borrowing the additional $17,000. 

Gladys Yelverton, a member of 
the Mulberry Baptist Association, 
abstained from discussion and voting 
on the matter. 

Payment of bills totaling 


$11,487.90 was approved by the 
council 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Oct. 13, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and after a lengthy 
discussion agreed to settle a dispute 
involving the paving of a rural dirt 
road, and voted unanimously to drop 
all condemnation proceedings 
started in an attempt to acquire the 
right-of-way needed for the con- 
struction of the roadway. 

Lee Boyd, whose family owns the 
land in question, was present at the 
Monday meeting and told the 
commissioners that the judge in the 
case had suggested he meet with the 
commission and county engineer in 
an attempt to work out an out-of- 
court settlement, 

Boyd had earlier stated he was 
against the planned paying because 
it would result in the roadway 
splitting a portion of the grazing land 
near the road, and also require 
approximately one mile of fence to 
be torn down, At Monday's meeting 
Boyd repeated his opposition to the 
county's plans and stated that if the 
the county would agree to alter the 
route of the road he would agree to 
give the county the right-of-way 
needed without cost. 

“The problem seems to be the 
concern about the road coming 
between my two barns,’’ stated 
Boyd, ‘“‘but if you will agree to 
reroute the road between the barns, 


a somewhat brighter picture because 
of the county sales tax.

Georgia man changes plea 


An 18-year-old Georgia man who 
pleaded guilty in August to murder 
in connection with the 1985 shooting 
death of a Glenwood resident 
withdrew his guilty plea last week 
and has had new attorneys appointed 
to represent him when the case goes 
to trial. 


Richard Steven Adams, of

Wednesday, Oct. 8, that Adams had 
asked to withdraw the guilty plea 
Circuit Judge Terry Butts granted 
the request.

Richard Whittaker and Stafford 
Pittman have been appointed to 
represent Adams in the trial, which 
is ‘expected to go to trial early in 
1987.

Repairs needed on water tanks 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday night, Oct. 14, at 
City Hall and authorized Elba Mayor 
Bob English to send out invitations 
to bid for repairs and painting of the 
city's five water tanks. 

A representative of a company 
specializing in tank repairs was at 
the meeting and told the board 
members that after examining the 
city's tanks he discovered the tanks 
had never been repaired since their 
installation. He stated the tanks 
needed painting inside and out and 


funds received by his offices were 
not county funds and stated that his 
office had given the commission over 
$42,000 in interest earned from the 
funds while in the bank. 


The commission had no 
comments following Burns’ 
statements. 


In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 
***sent out bids on fencing materials 
to be used at the Boyd property in 
connection with the paving project 
near County Road 43; 
“was told the county's TD-15 
bulldozer had caught fire and that it 
would cost approximately $7,600 in 
parts to repair; 


also needed major maintenance 
inside that would require draining 
the tanks. Estimated cost of repairs 
to all the tanks is $50-100,000. 

Board members expressed sur- 
prise that the tanks had not been 
maintained and told Mayor English, 
who doubles as Water and Electric 
superintendent, to take the steps 
necessary to have all the tanks 
repaired. 

The monthly meeting began at 5S 
p.m., and after discussing the 
minutes of the previous meeting the

board stated it could not guarantee 
uninterrupted service of either 
electricity or water. Board members 
stated they had received complaints 
about interruptions of service, but 
went on record as stating that while 
everything possible was being done 
to insure continuous service, it was 
impossible to guarantee there would 
be no outages. 

The board was told that it was 
common for two or more businesses 
or households in the city to share a 
water meter and that the practice 
was costing the department money. 

After discussing the problem at 
length, the board agreed that all 
homes and businesses would be 
charged the minimum fee, no matter 
if they had a meter or not, and told 
the mayor to attempt to place 
meters at all consumer locations as 
soon as possible. 

A review of the department's 
financial statement revealed that 
while the loss of electricity was down 
from past months, the water loss was 
continuing to be high and was 
resulting in a continual loss to the 
city. The amount of electricity lost 
was estimated at 8.7 percent, far 
below the allowable rate of 12 
percent, while the water lost 
accounted for over 48 percent of all 
water pumped, 

In other action at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the board: 

***eranted a three percent cost of 
living increase to all department 
employees; 

***discussed increasing the deposit 
charged to new customers to help 
alleviate the mounting losses that 
occur when residents moye without 
paying their final bill; and 
***anproved payment of the bills as 
presented, 
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
